Applicant's amendments have appropriately addressed the objections to the drawings and 
specification and the rejection of claim 4 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. Accordingly, 
these objections and the rejection have been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments. 

In view of the discussion and interpretations of the limitations of independent claims 1, 7, 
and 13 set forth in the Appeal Brief filed 3 November 2004 (see pp. 3-19), the Examiner 
concedes that the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest the translator, at translation 
time (while translating mark-up language action tags to an executable program code), calling a 
method contained in TagExtralnfo objects associated with each action tag in a page, the method 
returning a list of available scripting variables (along with associated variable type and scope 
information) that is defined or modified by the associated action tag, in the context of the 
remaining limitations in each of claims 1, 7, and 13.
